ther : And 
it was, he faid, a melanchofy truth, 
that within the iaft f e w years, the licentioufnefs 
of tbc> prefs had been earned to a pitch 
hitherto 
unknown.—There was no charaAer, however ele- 
vated ;-«no reputation, however fypported by Çc' 
veVè virtue, «nd cbntinued public fervices. agiinft 
which the poifonotrti jtrrows ofdetrailion ha^ not 
been hurled. 
I f thî» was a^growinj evil, :could 
there be a gentleman in that Houfe, he aiked;/ who
